(a) IN GENERAL.—Not less than once each school 5

year, a school food authority shall notify parents or guard-6

ians of students of all foreign commodities or food prod-7

ucts purchased with Federal funds for any of the following 8

programs: 9

(1) The school lunch program (including any 10

snacks served under that program) under the Rich-11

ard B. Russell National School Lunch Act (42 12

U.S.C. 1751 et seq.), the summer food service pro-13

gram for children under section 13 of such Act (42 14

U.S.C. 1761), the child and adult care food program 15

under section 17 of such Act (42 U.S.C. 1766), the 16

meal supplements for children in afterschool care 17

under section 17A of such Act (42 U.S.C.1766a), 18
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and the fresh fruit and vegetable program under sec-1

tion 19 of such Act (42 U.S.C. 1769a). 2

(2) The special milk program under section 3 of 3

the Child Nutrition Act of 1966 (42 U.S.C. 1772) 4

and the school breakfast program under section 4 of 5

such Act (42 U.S.C. 1773). 6

(b) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 7

(1) DOMESTIC COMMODITY OR PRODUCT.—The 8

term ‘‘domestic commodity or product’’ means— 9

(A) an agricultural commodity that is pro-10

duced in the United States; and 11

(B) a food product that is processed in the 12

United States substantially using agricultural 13

commodities that are produced in the United 14

States. 15

(2) FOREIGN COMMODITY OR PRODUCT.—The 16

term ‘‘foreign commodity or product’’ means a com-17

modity or product other than a domestic commodity 18

or product. 19

(3) SCHOOL FOOD AUTHORITY.—The term 20

‘‘school food authority’’ has the meaning given the 21

term in section 210.2 of title 7, Code of Federal 22

Regulations (or any successor regulation). 23

  VII Foreign Food Purchases  
  701. Parental notification of foreign food purchases 
  (a) In general Not less than once each school year, a school food authority shall notify parents or guardians of students of all foreign commodities or food products purchased with Federal funds for any of the following programs: 
  (1) The school lunch program (including any snacks served under that program) under the Richard B. Russell National School Lunch Act (42 U.S.C. 1751 et seq.), the summer food service program for children under section 13 of such Act (42 U.S.C. 1761), the child and adult care food program under section 17 of such Act (42 U.S.C. 1766), the meal supplements for children in afterschool care under section 17A of such Act (42 U.S.C.1766a), and the fresh fruit and vegetable program under section 19 of such Act (42 U.S.C. 1769a). 
  (2) The special milk program under section 3 of the Child Nutrition Act of 1966 (42 U.S.C. 1772) and the school breakfast program under section 4 of such Act (42 U.S.C. 1773). 
  (b) Definitions In this section: 
  (1) Domestic commodity or product The term  domestic commodity or product means— 
  (A) an agricultural commodity that is produced in the United States; and 
  (B) a food product that is processed in the United States substantially using agricultural commodities that are produced in the United States. 
  (2) Foreign commodity or product The term  foreign commodity or product means a commodity or product other than a domestic commodity or product. 
  (3) School food authority The term  school food authority has the meaning given the term in section 210.2 of title 7, Code of Federal Regulations (or any successor regulation).
